School, and Roswell G. Horr, 
the 
champion of the gold idea, began in 
»he Illinois club, on Ashland 
avenue, 
this afternoon. 


debate will last, it is expected, 
through eight a'ternoons. 
One chap- 
ter of "Coin's Financial School" will 
form the basis of each day's argument. 
A shorthand report of each session will 
be given daily to the press. 
The dis- 
putants will take the affirmative and 
negative at pleasure, and neither -will 
talk longer than ten minuter at a time. 


The debate has been arranged to af- 
ford an opportunity for a thorough dis- 
cussion of the alleged truths and falla- 
cies in the book known as "Corn's 
Financial School." 


It was about 2 p m . when the witty 
ez-coogressman from Michigan, now a 
resident of New York, Mr. Horr, and 
the sharp Colorado newspaper man, 
a citizen of Chicago, Mr. Harvey, signi- 
fied to the judges and the select audi- 
ence present, by invitation, at the Illi- 
nois club, that all was in readiness for 
the successive l.OOP word 
broadsides 
that, with three minute rests, were to 
last three hours a day for ten succes- 
sive days. The judges were ex-Solicitor 
General of the United States Cbas. H. 
Aldrich and Hon. Henry Miller. 


Mr. Horr spoke first, as follows: .

very great attention among the people 
Of the United States, but it is one that 
ia also receiving some attention from 
the nations of the old world. 
The 
qtieition involves thè kihd of money 
that shall be used by the people of the 
States and has to do with laws 
which will affect the great business 
interests of this nation. 
The question 
of finance is a very complicated one, 
and there are some features of it about 
which the ablest men of the world have 
been differing for years. 


The foundation of the 
discussion 
upon which we are about to enter is a 
small bo(pk published by Mr. Harvey, 
my opponent, and entitled, 
"Coin's 
Financial School." 
The real aim and 
object of that book is to convince the 
people of the United States that this 
government alone should at once enter 
upon the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver upon the old ratio of 16 to 1. 
The wisdom of such a course I dispute. 
Mr. Haivey will still maintain the 
affirmative of that issue. 


I will state in the outset that from 
the beginning to the end of the book 
there is hardly a proposition made to 
which I give my assent. 
I propose to 
controvert many things 
which 
are 
stated as facts, and shall attempt to 
prove that the entire theory set forth 
by its author, if adopted by the people 
of this country, would lead only 
to 
business disaster and financial ruin. 
I 
do not now remember ever to have ex- 
amined a book carefully in which I 
found so few statements that I consider 
worthy of belief, and I certainly never 
saw so many absolute errors crammed 
into so few pages. 


I am not here as an opponent of bi- 
metallism. 
I believe in tne use of gold 
and silver as money to the fullest ex- 
tent that can be done on sound busi- 
ness principles. 
My position upon this 
question has been too frequently stated 
within the last five years to be misun- 
derstood by anyone. 
I believe that 
both gold and silver are the natural 
money of the world, that in all the 
larger transactions 
gold 
is 
belter 
adapted to the needs of the people than 
silver; that all the smaller business 
transactions of the human family for 
many years have 
been, and always 
should be, conducted with 
rilrer. 
I 
also believe that in all transactions of 
the nations of the world between them- 
selves, the two metals should be used 
in the settling of balances, but only at 
their commercial value. 
I also believe 
that in the business of our nation the 
people should never attempt to use 
either metal except at its actual value, 
only in cases where one metal may be 
used as token money and be made re 
deemsble in meta' al ita commercial 
value. 


I have always entertained the hope 
that the business men of the world 
would yet come together in an inter 
national convention 
and agree upon 
some basis whereby gold and Bilver can 
both be used as the money of final set- 
tlement among the people of the en- 
tire world. 
I am very clear in my idea 
that until some such an arrangement 
shall be mad("it would be simply 
su^ 
cide for this ualioQ to adopt a s j f t e r n 
of the free coinage of sUver upon the 


old ratio, a ratio which all the civilized 
nations of the world have 1 >ng since 
discarded. 
I do not believe that any 
one government can fix the value upon 
any two metals and name a ratio which 
will be accepted by the people ot the 
world or of the country itself so that 
the two metals will be used side by 


gold. 
We are called pilver men be- 
cause we are de'^ending the metal that 
has been demonetized. 


6. 
That it is to the interest of the 
United 
States to act independently in 
the demonetization 
of silver at the 
ratio to gold of 1() to 1, without waiting 
for the action of any other nation. 


7. 
That monometallism consists in

side. 
Consequently, 
if our 
nation 


should attempt any such action 
it the usfe of the dearer of the 
two 
would simply place our country upon a 
silver baeis .and the attempt would end 
in silver monometallism. 
If we are 
compelled to decide between geld mon- 
ometallism ana silver monometallism 
then I am decidedly in favor of adopt- 
ing the standard used by the civilized 
nations of the world. 


I do not believe that silver has ever 
been demonetized anywhere in 
the 
world. 
I believe that the law of 1873, 
which Mr. Harvey's book denounces as 
Crime," was hopestly conceived, open- 
ly advocated, and passed by the Ameri- 
can congress, after full deliberation, 
d because the people at that 
time 
wno held seats in the American 
con- 
gress believed that such a law ought to 
be enacted. 
I do not believe in 
the 
teachings of thia book, that this nation 
is on the verge of a financial ruin, or 
that staivation is staring our people in 
the face. 
I believe if our nation should 
adopt the course advocated in this 
book it would seriously inj ure the en- 
tire wage earners of the United States. 
I believe we would destroy the confi- 
dence of the business men of the world 
in our integrity as a nation and that 
we would precipitate such a 
financial 
policy as our country has never before 
seen. 


I shall deny most emphatically -that 
the great majority of the people of this 
country are in debt and shall 
insist 
that three-fourths of the American peo- 
ple are today creditors and not debtors, 
and that consequently the system that 
Mr. Harvey advocates would 
work 
great injury to the 
vast majority of 
American citizens. 


I will state further, if his book, about 
which we are going to debate, is true, 
then I am all wrong. 
It seems to 
me 
to be devoid of business sense from 
beginning to end, and I shall enter 
upon the work of attempting to prove 
that, and hope to be able to do it in 
language that shall be so plain and 
explicit that my fellow citizens will be 
satisfied that I have accomplished my 
task. 


Understand me, in a few words: 
i 
believe that 
the 
American 
nation 
should have just as good money as any 
nation uses on the face of the earth; 1 
that~«very-do]lM:^aid to a ]^oor 
man for his daily toil should be worth 
as much as the dollars paid to men who 
are rich; I would have the 
money 
which measures values the most stable 
that can be desired, and would 
insist 
that buyers and sellers, lenders 
and 
debtors shall as near as possible be re- 
juired to use the same measure of 
values, and shall insist that repudiation 
in all forms is disgraceful and dishon- 
orable in the case of nations, corpora- 
tions or individuals. 
What our people 
need is good credit, good money, good 
principles and sound basinesa sense. 
Visionary schemes and debased money 
never yet made a nation 
prosperous. 
The quality of the money ueed in any 
country is far more impoitant than the 
quantity. 
Laws should be drawn to 
protect the men who earn money 
as 
well as these who owe money. 
A man 
who works faithfully and lives on his 
daily earnings should never be eacri- 
ficed for the benefit of men who live 
on what they borrow. 
But all these 
things will be more fully explained as 
the contest progresses. 


Mr. Harvey, in his reply, spoke as 
follows: 


I am here to defend the facts and 
principles in "Coin's Financial School." 
I am aware that the illustrations in that 
book are a great aid in presenting its 
views. We find this true in our schools. 
Many scientific works rely largely on 
illustrations, and our newspapers find 
that illustrations make plain 
many 
ideas that could not otherwise be clear- 
ly expressed; and yet, I am here to de- 
fend orally those same principles, 
I 
expect to make good, in this debate, 
tbe following propositions: 


1. 
That silver and gold are the 
money of the constitution. 
That the 
silver dollar was the unite of value in 
our coinage system in this country from 
1792 to 1873, juat as the yard stick was 
the measure of length. 
That gold was 
measured in this silver unit, and con- 
current coinage given to it (gold) 
That 
silver and gold combined constituted 
the legal standard of value in 
this 
country until 1873. 
Silver 
measured 
gold; the two together measured all of 
their property. 
! 


That the act of 1S73 was serrepti- 
tiouely passed. 


o. 
That during the period of 1792 to 
1873, the mints were opened to the un- 
limited coinage of both metals into 
primary or redemption money, 
and 
that both were treated as such. 
That 
during that period people had a right 
to have either metal coined into full 
legal tender money, and that the option 
was the debtor to pay in coins of either 
metal. 


f. 
That (his bimetalli'. system made 
an unlimited demand for both metals 
to be coined into money, increased the 
demand for these metals, and so long 
as this law, authorizing anyone to coin 
371grains of silver and 23 2-10 grains 
of gold into a dolliir, there was no one 
willing to sell either for less than a dol- 
lar. 


5. 
That the option to pay in either 
metal caused the cbfiaper of the two 
metals to be used and transferred the 
demand from the dearer tc th i chea]>er 
metal and restored »ts relative •.orume! 
cial value. 
We are for both silver and 


metals to the exclusion of the other as 
primary or redemption money. 
That 
monometallism is an experiment on 
trial for the first time in the history of 
the world,and began with the period '73. 
That it is impractical and impossible 
as a stable money measurement 
of 
values; is not based on scientifig finan- 
cial principles; is in the interest of the 
money leaders and against tbe interest 
of the property owners and laborers. 


8 
That the gold unit as the measure 
of values, with no concurrent coinage 
or any other metalóte assist it in per- 
forming the 
functions 
of 
primary 
money, has caused the fall in prices as 
compared with 1872, when the world's 
prices of property were measured 
in 
the money mass of both metals 
That 
all prices of property and labor have 
declined accordingly as compared with 
1872, except when held up 
relatively 
by increased demand or short supply, 
or combines and trusts, or spec ial rea- 
sons affecting a particular service or 
property. 
That the average price of 
all production, except gold, will show 
this decline in adjusting itself to 
the 
gold standard. 
And that, when we in- 
clude labor, the unemployed and 
the 
time lost by those employed, there is a 
fall in wages of one-half as compared 
with 1872 
That labor is adjusting it- 
self to the gold standard measurement 
of values. 


9. 
That the decline in prices cover- 
ing a period of twenty two years, has, 
as a rule, made all classes of productive 
mercantile and manufacturing businesB 
unprofitable. 
That a falling market, 
covering a long period, destroys pros- 
pective profits based on cost of pur- 
chase and production and a majority of 
our most astute business men 
cannot 
avoid failure or loss of capital under 
the conditions. 


10. 
That it has worked a hardship 
and injury to debtors, who, unconscious 
of the causes that continuously reduced 
the prices of their property, have con- 
tracted debts during these twenty.two 
years. 
That this fall in prices causes 
a sacrifice of property to purchase the 
dollars with which to liquidate the 
debts. 
That this has caused the re- 
newal of debts; the contraction of new 
debts to pay old debts and an enlarged 
volume of all debts. 
That this unjustly 
takes from a debtor his property, and 
emphasizes the importance of a staple 
money measurement of values. 


11. 
That in the end no one is bene- 
fited by a fall in prices but the money- 
lender, the owner of money and securi- 
ties payable in money—fixed incomes. 


12. 
That the foregoing facts and 
conditions produced by a change in 
our money measurement of values will 
impoverish the masses of the people 
and points, by reason of the disturb- 
ances it will produce, tn the overthrow 
of thé republic. 


To all unbiased men and those who 
will lay aside their prejudices during 
their reading of this debate, I expect 
to make good all the foregoing propo- 
sitions, 
Every fact in the "School" 
that Mr, Horr does not attack 
I shall 
take for granted that he admits its 
truth. 
I am now ready to proceed in 
the order indicated in "Coin's Financial 
School" and as contemplated 
by the 
rules of the debate.

Causrhable Expressions Thai Have Become 
F a r t of the Bicyclist's haugvMge. 


A youth was talking boastfully of 
some deeds of his in the presence of a 
group of young men and women. He 
had evidently not rehearsed his story 
sufficiently and was plainly befogged. 
He stopped short, never to resume that 
story again, wfien one of the young 
women quietly remarked, "Freddie, 
your lamp is out. " 
Being cyclists all, 
the i)oint was appreciated and Freddie 
was squelched. ' 'Scorching' ' is the term 
that indicates the making of very fast 
time ; hence a young man who is trav- 
eling through life at a very rapid «^gait 
is called a "scorcher. " 


"He has punctured his tire" is a 
cousin to the generally understood ex- 
pression, "He's off his trolley," and 
means that some person is acting in an 
extravagant, unreasonable or foolish 
manner. A cyclist who is weary or ex- 
hausted and desires to stop by the road- 
side for refreshment remarks to his com- 
panion, "Let us stop here and pump 
up," "pumping up" being the process 
of renewing the air in the pneumatic 
tire. 


One of the delights of cycling is coast- 
ing down long hills. 
No effort is re- 
quired other than to preserve an equilib- 
rium. 
"Life is one continuous coast 
with him," remarked a tired cyclist as 
he watched a young man who is trying 
to spend $10,000 a year spin by on a sil- 
ver mounted wheeL 
When young men 
are together, the term "bloomer" is 
used as applying to any member of the 
fair sex "Here comes my bloomer," 
"He's out every morning for a spin with 
his bloomer," "His bloomer gave him 
the shake, "or "Here's* to thé'bloom- 
ers, bless 'em!" are sample expressions.. 


A policeman is known among the fly 
young wheelmen as "a header," a term 
indicating the danger that lurks in the 
blueqoat for the cyclist. It is a reminis- 
cence of the days of the high wheel, 
when a common and ofttimes serious 
accident was thè "header," or dive over 
the wheeL—San Francisco Examiner. 


A FEW HINTS FOR RIDERS. 


Poor lubricating oil is worse than 
none at alL 


A wire nail can be used temporarily 
to replace a broken chaiq rivet. 


Humpbackism is never a greater dis- 
advantage to a rider than when it is 
employed in hill climbing. 


Rub vaseline on the bottom tubes of 
a frame, and then mud can easily be re- 
moved from it without danger of mar- 
ring the enamel. 


The fact that the other pedal plates 
wear more than the inner ones shows 
the natural tendency of most all riders 
to turn their feet outward when pedal- 
ing. 


Avoid riding a wheel the pedals of 
which appro^h too near to the ground. 
Failure to guard against this may re- 
sult in a nasty fall and a damaged 
wheel. 


Beware of a clicking sound in your 
machine. 
The chances are that it is 
caused by the balls in a loose bearing, 
and this demands immediate remedying. 
—WheeL 


Concerning Bloomers and Skirts* 


"For my life I can't see why the pa- 
pers, preachers and schoolteachers are 
kicking up such a dust about what 
wheelwomen should wear," said a sen- 
sible woman. "Women in the theaters, 
chm-ches, carriages and shops wear what 
they please. 
Each suits her own indi- 
vidual taste. 
Why can't the women 
who ride bicycles do the same? Because 
a graceful, slender woman looks well in 
a godet skirt is no reason why her 200 
pound neighbor should don one and 
make a guy rf herself. If a plump, well 
developed girl looks fetching in a prop- 
erly made bloomer suit, there is no 
reason why her scrawny friend should 
wear one. 
If tho.se who caimot wea^ 
bloomers or who do not approve of them 
would auit critici-sing those .who have 


adoptefl them, and if, on tbeiotiier hand, 
the bloomorito.s would lot their sister 
wheelwomen of the IniiK skirt.s wear 
skirts in peace tbepe usele.^rt ami tire.some 
argxmioiits ou tlie .'^nbjecr of a proper 
costume wouldcea.se.''—Now York Sun.

A man who claims to have tried it 
says if the oil cups on a wheel are filled 
with a mixture of goose grease and tal- 
low. using enough .of the latter to^ keen 
the grease irom winning in warm w'eath- 
er, that no lubricating of the wheel need 
be done for six months.—WheeL 


THE STÖRY OF A SCRAP HEAP. 


It Seemed Worthless, bnt I t Is Making 
Thousands of Cyclometers. 


Cycling has proved of unexpected 
benefit to more than one manufacturer 
of a line of goods entirely distinct from 
those usually connected <with bicycling. 
A large watch concern one day found 
themselves burdened with a lot of wheels 
and inferior works of a line of watches 
which, for some reason or another, had 
not proved satisfactory. 
The mass of 
material was ^drtually worthless, and 
to get rid of it, it was offered for sale at 
any price, but no one wanted it. An in- 
genious workman, wanting a cyclometer 
for his wheel, went to this scrap heap, 
selected seven parts from it, added two 
more of his own making, and the result 
was an accurate, durable and economic- 
al cyclometer.' 


Other workmen who were cyclers "Sid 
the same thing until the value of the 
scrap heap became known to the heads 
of the company, with the result that 
from what was at one time deemed a 
worthless scrap heap over 5,000 cyclom- 
eters a day are now being turned out 
and retailed at $2 each.—^Wheel. 


PERTINENT POINTS ABOUT CYCLING. 


A spare chain link should find a place 
in the toolbag of every rider. 


The back wheel hub needs the most 
oiling of any part of a machine. 


Soaking a lamp wick in vinegar and 
drying it thoroughly before using will 
prevent a lamp from smoking. 


Fashionable women do not nse the 
balloon sleeves of their cycling costumes 
for luggage carrying purposes, all reports 
to the contr?ry notwithstanding. 


Those who suffer from tender feet 
will find a rock salt footbath of great 
benefit in toughening these members. 


If your riding develops knee ache, 
elevate the saddle. 
When the reach is 
too short, the rider sacrifices comfort 
and appearance to aches and increased 
labor. 


If you want to avoid the dromedary 
position when riding, see tl^^it about 13 
inches of space exists between the peak 
of the saddle and the center of the han- 
dle bar. 


Plumbago, or black lead, is better as 
a means of decreasing the friction be- 
tween chain and wheel than as a lubri- 
cant for the joints of the chain itself.— 
Chicago Tribuna 


Five thousand miles is the distance 
claimed for the tire on the rear wheel 
to travel before it begins to show signs 
of vrear. 
The one on the front wheel 
should be good for nearly 7,000 miles. 


To be comfortable and harmless a sad- 
dle should be perfectly straight. To tilt 
it forward throws too much weight ca 
the hands and arms, while a backward 
slant is often even more injurious to the 
rider. 


When back pedaling becomes very 
diflQcult, owing to the steepness of the 
hill you are descending, catch hold un- 
derneath the saddle, as though trying to 
lift the machine and yourself, and you 
will thereby increase the retarding pow- 
er at your disposaL

An observer of nature, slttlnji on one 
of the seats in Central Park, Now 
York City, tlio otlior <la,.v, was wonder- 
iiif? why, across ihe riibbly asphalt 
path, thoro Avas such !i uiiiinitioii of 
those big- black-headod ants wiiich jire 
to bo found hore and there abont ilic 
park; little predatory- fellows, wliicli 
seize the moth or buttei-fly that, just 
emerging from its larval winter home, 
wants to climb up some friendly twig, 
grow its wings, and then fly whither it 
listeth. 


The cause of all the parade was soon 
apparent There was to be a new colony 
formed, and a great brown ant, a queen, 
five times as big as any of her sub- 
jects, was being drawn across the path 
by a guard of honor. A new home was 
to be established to relieve the over- 
populated nest that had beeu the ants' 
domicile all through the winter. 


The observer, without in any way In- 
juring the queen, captui-ed her, and 
then there was the most tremendous 
commotion among the ants. The queen 
was carefully housed in a small cone 
of paper and then all attention was 
given to the ants, the workers. A nation 
which had lost its ruler could not have 
appeared more distressed than were 
those little creatures. The news spread 
with incredible quickness that the 
queen of the new colony had been pur- 
loined, had vanished. Her guard of a 
score of soldiers, somethreeof whom,at 
last, bit the observer's fingers savage- 
ly, were all, apparently, placed under 
arrest aifd the ground was soon black 
with ants.
